Burton Memorial Building unveiled

An outstanding tribute that 
was long overdue according to 
Romulus Mayor Beverly McA¬ 
nally, occurred Saturday when 
the Lorena G. Burton Memo¬ 
rial Building on Wayne Road 
was dedicated. 

More than 250 people 
attended the renaming and de¬ 
dication of the former Beverly 
Elementary School, where, iro¬ 
nically, Mrs. Burton who died 
in 1974 at the age of 59, served 
as the first principal. 

Firsts were nothing new to 
Mrs. Burton who became the 
first black student, the first 
black teacher and the first 
black principal in the Romulus 
School System. 

Mrs. Burton was born on the 
family farm in Wadley, Alaba¬ 
ma in 1915. She was the sixth of 
14 children and while her father 
barely finished eighth grade, 
four of his children completed 
college and three earned mas¬ 
ters degrees. 

“She left an indelible im¬ 
pression upon those who tried 
to follow in her footsteps/’ said 
Dr. Terrel LeCesne, assistant 
superintendent of Romulus 
schools. 

“She became the foundation 
for which all other administra- 
tors were gauged,” said 
LeCesne at the unveiling on 
Saturday. 

“A good cross section of the 
community attended because 
she was so well respected/’ he 
added. 

The theme for the program 
was, “A Vision Hindered, Not 
Lost.” The renaming was initi¬ 
ated by Rev. Lovell Wooden 


several years earlier, and the 
members of the Romulus 
School Board unanimously 
adopted a resolution to change 
the name of the building. 

After a brief ceremony a pla¬ 
que was presented to Mrs. Bur¬ 
ton’s daughter, Jacquelyn Hoye. 
“The ceremony was very nice 
and the turnout was beautiful, 
said Mrs. Burton’s sister, Ethel 
Lovette. “People in the com¬ 
munity wanted the name 
changed. Rev. Wooden keep 
pluggin’ till the school board 
agreed,’’ she added. 

“My father instilled in us the 
value of education. He bought 
the family’s first car so his chil¬ 
dren could attend the local high 
school 12 miles from home. 
There were no school buses in 
those days. 

“Although he didn’t have a 
high school education, he read 
a lot. He was a very talented 
individual/’ she said. 

As a young child, Mrs. Bur¬ 
ton came to live with an aunt in 
Romulus where she attended 
local schools. She finished 
Phoenix High School while liv¬ 
ing with her brother in Harap- 
ton, Virginia. She then 
obtained a Bachelor of Arts De¬ 
gree in Elementary Education 
from Hampton Institute and a 
Master of Arts Degree in 
Elementary Administration at 
the University of Michigan. 

Her work in local education 
spanned almost three decades. 
After she left her post as prin¬ 
cipal in 1967, she became direc¬ 
tor of Wayne County Office of 
Economic Opportunity. Two 
years later, she became Direc¬ 
tor of State and Federal Prog¬ 
rams in the Romulus School 
System. Mrs. Burton is also 
credited with bringing the

Head Start Program to 
Michigan. 

Mrs. Lovette recalled that 
her sister did not have much of 
a struggle as the community’s 
first black teacher. “She just 
somehow proved her worth,’’ 
she said. 

Mrs. Burton was an out¬ 
standing community worker, a 
noteworthy educator who had 
deep religious roots. She joined 
the Methodist Church at an ear¬ 
ly age and she sexwed on many 
school, civic and church com¬ 
mittees. She was well known 
for her active participation in 
promoting educational oppor¬ 
tunities for local youths. 

LeCesne stated, “It is signi¬ 
ficant that this building is 
named in her honor. Family 
Neighborhood Services, 
Wayne Metropolitan Commun¬ 
ity Services and Focus Hope 
are the programs currently 
housed here. They emulate her 
philosophy of caring and shar-

Two treasurers trouble council 


Two Romulus Deputy Treasur¬ 
ers are not better than one. That’s 
what the city personnel director 
is telling Romulus City Treasurer 
John Lewkowicz. 

Personnel Director Marilyn 
Radford sent Lewkowicz a 
memo April 3 referring to reg¬ 
ulations in the state law. “The 
city budget does not provide for 
more than one (1) Deputy.” 

The situation which promp¬ 
ted Radford’s action began in 
January when the Deputy 
Treasurer Josephine Hagen 
began a medical leave for 
approximately 12 weeks. 


Lewkowicz sent Radford a 
memo Jan. 12, stating that he 
was posting a temporary job 
opening for the position of de¬ 
puty treasurer. 

Shortly after that time Lynn 
Conway was hired to fill the 
position which she currently 
holds. 

This past week, members of 
City Council met in an execu¬ 
tive closed session to discuss 
among other things the two de¬ 
puty treasurers. 

The situation has been con¬ 
fused by the fact that Hagen 
has allegedly moved from 
Romulus. Lewkowicz stated 


that ,“she has informed my that 
she has no desire or future plans 
to return to the position of deputy 
treasurer. Therefore, she has ter¬ 
minated her position as deputy 
treasurer for the city of 
Romulus.” 

Are there one too many depu¬ 
ty treasurers? City council 
members have decided to refer 
the matter to the city attorney. 
His opinion on the issue is ex¬ 
pected to be submitted to the 
council later this month at 
which time, according to coun¬ 
cil members, appropriate ac¬ 
tion will be taken.

County to vote again on commissioner

Wayne County Commissioner Milton 
Mack was more optimistic this week that 
his second attempt to get a proposal 
approved that will eliminate the county 
drain commissioner’s office will have 
more success than his first try last week. 

The commission resolution which calls 
for an amendment to the county charter 
to eliminate the drain commissioner 
failed last Tuesday when only five com¬ 
mission members voted in favor of the 
measure, three less than the needed 
eight-person majority vote. 

Three commission members abstained 
from voting on the proposal including Kay 
Beard who represents Inkster and Gar¬ 
den City. 

Beard defended her abstention saying 
that not enough information has been pre¬ 
sented to the board in response to the 
alleged misuse of funds by current Drain 
Commissioner Charles Youngblood. 

“I thought the vote was premature. 
We’ve got very serious charges against 
Commissioner Youngblood. We don’t 
have to take action before 50 days before 
the election,” Beard said. “We can’t take 
a vote. There is still plenty of opportunity 
for us to act on that.” 

Beard questioned the constitutionality 
of the proposed constitutional amend¬ 
ment during a primary election Accord¬ 
ing to Beard, state statutes require such 
issues to appear before the voters in a 
general or special election. If the commis¬ 
sion members pass the resolution to 
amend the constitution before their June 5 
deadline, the issue would face the voters 
in the Aug. 5 primary election. 

In addition to her fear that the move 
would be unconstitutional, Beard said 
that the charges against Youngblood 
should be based on more substantial evi¬ 
dence, evidence that she feels she has not 
yet been provided. 

“He has been charged with some very 
serious things. I think we should bring 
him in. He has not been brought in to 
answer,” Beard said. “I think we’re being 
premature. I want to find out. I think I 
want to act responsibility. When very se¬ 
rious charges are made we want to find 
out what happens.”

than a petition drive spearheaded by 
Livonia Mayor Edward McNamara. 
According to Mack, the sponsor of the 
county commission proposal, his resolu¬ 
tion would eliminate the office completely 
re-assigning the various tasks to other 
county departments, namely the De¬ 
partment of Public Services. 

The petition drive, however, seeks to 
change the post from an elected one to an 
appointed one, a move that Mack feels 
isn’t enough in resolving the alleged 
abuse of funds and over-assessments the 
drain commission now has the power to 
control. 

“The office of the drain commissioner 
is a complete, total waste,” Mack said. 
“The drains need to be cleaned out but it 
won’t be done at the prices now being 
charged by our drain commissioner.” 

News of the defeat of Mack’s proposed 
resolution wasn’t heralded locally as 
several western Wayne County cities and 
townships have adopted resolutions sup¬ 
porting the proposal to eliminate the 
office. 

Wayne Mayor Patrick Norton called 
the lack of support for the measure irres¬ 
ponsible and urged area commission 
members to reconsider. 

“I’m outraged at the lack of support 
from western Wayne County, especially 
from those who abstained who are from 
western Wayne County. This issue has 
been debated for years, the information is 
all before us,” Norton said. “The office is 
designed to lead to abuse. When are the 
commissioners going to support all of 
western Wayne County on its issues?” 

Despite initial defeat. Mack remained 
confident that an identical proposal the 
second time around would be passed later 


next month. Although hesitant to say ex¬ 
actly what has swayed the two commis¬ 
sion members who once had not voted or 
rejected the idea, Mack called the delay a 
matter of persuation. 

“It was a dissappointment that we did 
not have the unanimous suburban back¬ 
ing on this issue because it is an issue that 
adversely affects the suburbs,” Mack 
said. “It’s a matter of persuation - it just 
takes more time than we had initially 
anticipated. 

“It’s inevitable. It’s an idea whose time 
has come,” he added. 

Commission members are expected to 
vote again on the proposal at their meet¬ 
ing May 22.

dan's dogs by dan a. mortis 


Now that spring seems to have arrived, 
most of us will be cleaning off the picnic 
table for family gatherings and backyard 
barbecues. 

As our dogs have a tendency to do, they 
will see if they can get away with that 
“Don’t I appear undernourished and neg¬ 
lected” look, furrowing the forehead and 
waiting for the kind-hearted guest to toss 
a piece of steak in their direction. 

An occasional bit of meat or goodie will 
not do any harm, of course, but keep in 
mind the dog will automatically assume 
this is okay everytime you have company. 

This would be a good time to reinforce 
the poison-proofing exercise. Our dogs 
spend more time with us outdoors and 
may vacuum up that one thing in our yard 
that could end his life. 

There are many beautiful but deadly 
plants which, if ingested, could kill or 
cause serious illness to our pet. The De¬ 
partment of Agriculture will gladly send 
you a listing of potentially dangerous 
houseplants and outside flowers. Many of 
these are common and popular plants all 
of us have around. 

Squirrels, cute as they act, may carry 
rabies and if your dog is one of those who 
won’t let well enough alone and is unfor¬ 
tunate enough to corner a squirrel, it is 
more than likely the dog will end up with a 
bite on the nose while Mr. Squirrel 
bounces away unharmed. If so, take your 
dog to the veterinarian right away. 
Rabies immunization or not, safeguard 
your dog by having your vet check out the 
bite. 

Bee stings are a common summertime 
irritant and are painful to your dog. Pity 
the dog who snaps them up in his mouth. 
Not all bees expire immediately. Can you 
imagine a bee stinger in your own mouth? 

Watch that your dogs don’t sniff or lick 
the grass after applying fertilizers. 
Granted, we must let them outside to re¬ 
lieve themselves, but don’t let your dog 
lay in freshly fertilized grass. He could

God knows I’ve tried. 

The purchase of a $30 ceramic 
baking stone helped. After that, 


the $19.95 short-handled pizza 
peel (the plywood board used to 
place and remove pizza from 
the oven) surely would have 
brought me to the ranks of a 
rookie. 

Even a visit and class by Carl 
J. Oshinsky, the local pizza 
gourment, should have helped 
me bring my pizza from the 
depth of the one-step-above- 
Dominos rating my family 
usually gives. 

Since it would be difficult to 
change my name this late in 
life, are there any Italian or Sici- 
lian families out there who 
would like to adopt me? I’ll do 
just about anything to learn how 
to make the perfect pizza! (My 
family suggested a $3.65 per 
hour job at the local Pizza Hut, 
but even those guys have $70,000 
conveyor-belted ovens doing the 
job of what old Neapolitan ovens 
manufactured from Mt. Vesu¬ 
vius volcanic rocks used to do. 

By now, I’m sure that I have 
encountered the wrath of those 
Dominos and Pizza Hut suppor¬ 
ters who swear by modem tech¬ 
nology and $70, 000 converyor- 
belted ovens. 

I guess the old adage that 
food always tastes better when 
someone else does it lends true 
to my quest for the best pizza. I 
refuse to dispel any further in¬ 
formation on where to purchase 
the best pizza in town. From this 
day forward, I will sift, roll, 
slice, dice, toss, slide, slither 
and bake unitl I achieve some¬ 
thing close to what comes from 
Cecelia’s in the Little Italy sec¬ 
tion in Boston. (Notice that I told 
where to purchase the best pizza 


OUT OF TOWN, but not in!) 

Needless to say, the best pizza 
begins with the freshest ingre¬ 
dients. I have really conflicting 
reports on the preparation of 
crusts, ranging from several 
days ahead of schedule to eight 
hours. In all honesty, I must 
vote for the crust made as fresh 
as possible. I have ex¬ 
perimented with making the 
crust a day or two in advance 
and I can detect a strong taste of 
yeast the longer the crust sits. 
Most dough recipes seem to in¬ 
clude the same ingredients. 
Their differences lie in the 
amounts used. Most pizza pro¬ 
fessionals will use a high-gluten 
flour for the lightest, crispiest 
results but 1 have seen recipes 
calling for rice flour and bread 
or all-purpose flour. There’s no 
secret in the fact that any addi¬ 
tion of water must have it be¬ 
tween 105 and 115 degrees for 
the active proofing of the yeast. 
A healthy tablespoon of olive oil 
added to the dough will ensure a 
smooth coat. You can attempt 
making dough in a food proces¬ 
sor but most of us will operate 
the processor far too long, there¬ 
fore making a tough dough. Stop 
the machine immediately when 
the dough begins to form a ball 
and is swept from the sides of 
the workbowl. Hand kneading is 
best, but again can be overdone. 
Never exceed 10 minutes, usual¬ 
ly not more than 6 to 7 if you are 
really getting into the process 
and taking out all your pent-up 
frustrations about making per¬ 
fect pizza. 

Personally speaking, I have 
found that for a thinner, crispier 
crust, make the dough a little 
drier. For a thicker, chewier 
crust, make the dough a little 


more moist and allow to rise 30 
minutes before topping with 
ingredients and baking. 

Speaking of toppings, it is a 
known fact that after shaping 
the dough, sprinkle a little 
cheese over the dough, then add 
the sauce and toppings. The fat 
in the cheese, when melted, will 
make for a firmer base and will 
help keep the toppings from 
sliding off when cut and picked 
up. Fresh, uncooked ingre¬ 
dients give pizzas the most piz¬ 
zazz. Anything that exudes li¬ 
quid should be dried before 
cooking, this will keep your top¬ 
pings from floating off when 
cut. Foods that need to be mois¬ 
tened while cooking, like fish 
and onions, should be placed 
under tomatoes and sausage or 
pepperoni. 

Mozzarella cheese is what 
gives pizza it’s characteristic 
long strands, but it’s rubbery 
texture can be modified by 
adding some Italian Fontia, bel 
paese or other good melting 
cheese. 

When beginning the baking 
process and using a pizza stone, 
ceramic stone, quarry tiles or 
whatever, it is imperative that 
the stones be preheated first in a 
cold oven, then preheated up to 
500 degrees. The best pizza 
temperature is one between 475 
and 500 degrees. If the pizza has 
a tendency to brown or burn 
quickly, cover the top with an 
aluminum cake pan. (Those dis¬ 
posable ones are great.) This 
will enable you to continue the 
cooking of the crust without 
burning the toppings. When the 
pizza has been baked to perfec¬ 
tion, remove from the oven and 
brush with olive oil and sprinkle 
with parmesan for the best tast- 


dining with jessico 




ing ever. By the way, a sprink¬ 
ling of commeal on the stone, 
peel and pans works wonders to 
keep the beauty from sticking. 

Whatever your abilities, 
ethnic background or style, 
whether you prefer Little 
Ceasars over Dominos, (can I 
help it if the Tigers are more 
exciting than the Red Wings?) 
experiment and let me know 
your secrets for the best home¬ 
made pizza around. Drop me a 
note. . .(or better yet, send a 
sample) to this newspaper, I’ll 
try it and let you know what I 
think. 

DOUGH FOR 1 LARGE PIZZA 
(About 16 Inches) 

2 Vi cups high gluten flour (all 
purpose may be used) 

1 teaspoon salt 

1 packet dry yeast 

% cup warm water (105-115 de¬ 
grees F) 

2 tablespoons olive oil 

In a bowl, dissolve yeast in 
warm water. Add salt and have 
the flour to make a thick batter. 
Add olive oil and continue mix¬ 
ing while adding remaining 
flour to form a soft dough that 
will pull away from the sides of 
the bowl. Turn the dough onto a 
lightly floured suface and knead 
for 6-7 minutes. Place in a light¬ 


ly greased bowl, cover and 
allow to rise for 1 ‘A hours. 
Punch down, let rise a second 
time for 2 hours. Place the risen 
dough on a lightly floured 
board, flatten dough and shape. 
Place on a cornmealed tile or 
pizza pan. 

CLASSIC PIZZA SAUCE 
1 large can (28 oz.) whole Italian 
tomatoes, seeded, drained 
3 large cloves garlic, crushed 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon basil 
1 teaspoon oregano 
1 teaspoon marjoram

Va, cup olive oil 

Saute garlic in olive oil, but 
do not brown. Add remaining 
ingredients and stir well to 
break up tomatoes. Cook, unco¬ 
vered to thicken for about 45 mi¬ 
nutes over medium heat.

Tanning spa reaps new business harvest

The owner of Tanfastic Tan¬ 
ning Spa in Ypsilanti doesn’t 
think the majority of southeast¬ 
ern Detroiters will be abandon- 
ning the beaches in the near fu¬ 
ture but, she does think that the 
boom in her new business sym¬ 
bols a new era in sun bathing. 

Janis Riley has been operat¬ 
ing her tanning spa on South 
Grove Road for almost one year 
now. If her daily business hours 
of 7 a.m. to midnight are any 
indication of the budding suc¬ 
cess of the operation, Riley 
would be the first to say that her 
decision to open the store and 
another in Saline were two of the 
best moves in her business 
career. 

With the peak of a Detroit win¬ 
ter just behind, Riley said that 
this time of year is by far the 
busiest for her staff of six work¬ 
ers at the Ypsilanti spa. 

“It varies with the time of 
year but this is a real busy sea¬ 
son for us,” Riley said. “People 
who are preparing for the sum¬ 
mer, conditioning their skin or 
coming in because someone else 
went to Florida are coming in 
now. They just want to be 
tanned.” 

Riley reported that the tan¬ 
ning rush begins in December 
just before those few “lucky 
souls” begin the annual exodus 
to Florida and the hotter cli¬ 
mates of the world. The desire 
to be brown continues until ab¬ 
out the middle part of June, 
Riley continued. 

The tanning spa owner went 
into the buesiness after some 
extensive reading on the subject 
and on the effects tanning spas 
have on humans. After a long 
search for suitable machinery 
for her operation, Riley set out 
to tan the entire area. 

The Fantastic Tanning Spa 
uses the Wolff System, a bed¬ 
like tanning machine that uses a

To obtain that golden brown tan, Tanfastic customers recline in a bed covered with reflective 
material and sun bulbs. This method is safer and less prone to cause sun burn than the booth-type 
tanning businesses use, according to the owners, since only a limited amount of sun rays are released 
per minute. 


blub and reflector to radiate two 
different ultraviolet rays. As 
Riley explained, it is the amount 
of these rays that each custom¬ 
er receives that determines how 
tanned and not red someone will 
become. 

Riley explained that, like the 
sun, the Wolff tanning machine 
emits both “A” and “B” ultra¬ 
violet rays. The B rays bring the 


melanin pigmentation in human 
skin to the surface. At the same 
time, Riley continued, the A 
rays oxidize this pigment turn¬ 
ing it a brownish color. 

The key factor in determining 
whether the customer will re¬ 
ceive a brown tan or a sunburn 
is in the amount of B rays he or 
she receives, according to 
Riley. The tanning spa owner 


said that the Wolff bed gives off 
1 to 2 percent on the B rays per 
session. The sun, however, 
emits about 25 percent of B 
rays, an amount that Riley said 
was excessive and causes the 
skin pigmentation to bum. 

The typical stay in the sun¬ 
ning bed, each one located in a 
private room at Tanfastic,

Witnesses to accident sought

“Shoplifters steal from 
everyone” is the message that 
Canton Police Officer Ed Tan¬ 
ner brought to the Chamber of 
Commerce at the April 
meeting. 

First, of course, they steal 
from the merchant, Tanner 
said. Second, they steal from 
employees of the store who 
may be denied raises or 
bonuses due to the theft. Third, 
they steal from every shopper 
who patronizes the store be¬ 
cause prices for goods must be 
increased to compensate for 
the stolen merchandise. 

Although television prog¬ 
rams and films often depict the 
shoplifter as a kleptomaniac, 
Tanner said, very few shoplif¬ 
ters steal due to a compulsion. 
Instead, many are juveniles 
who take merchandise for 
thrills or status with their 
peers, and some are house¬ 
wives or senior citizens who 
blame “high prices” as their 
reason for taking goods. Drug 
addicts and vagrants also 
account for some of the theft, 
Tanner said. 

Shoplifting is big business for 
professional thieves, account¬ 
ing for some $26-billion annual¬ 
ly, Tanner said. These people 
may only enter a particular 
store one time, but they will 
come out with $500 or more of 
merchandise. 

Professionals, the police 
officer said, often enter a store 
in pairs or groups. One indi¬ 
vidual may create a diversion 
by arguing with a sales clerk or 
faking illness while his or her 
accomplices steal the mer¬ 
chandise. 

Tanner told the Canton 
businesspersons to be on the 
lookout for people wearing clo¬ 
thing that is “out of place.” 
Bulky clothes or coats worn on 
a mild day may be used as 
places to conceal stolen goods. 
Professional thieves may use 


slings, belts with hooks, over¬ 
sized purses or umbrellas to 
hide their take, he said. 

The Canton officer warned 
businesspersons to watch for 
unusual gestures, persons who 
drop and pick up merchandise 
and also those who fold large 
item into small objects - all of 
which could be innocent habits 
or the mark of a professional 
thief. 

Tanner recommended that 
stores adopt a firm policy of 


can be a deterrent when word 
gets around that the business is 
not lenient with lawbreakers, 
he said. 

The officer also recom¬ 
mended employee involve¬ 
ment with training and team 
work emphasized. He sug¬ 
gested the use of one-way mir¬ 
rors, lookout stations and such 
obvious methods as the limita¬ 
tion of exits, the locking of 
stockrooms and the checking of 
bundles and boxes.

de¬ 
pending on the fairness of the 
skin and the number of previous 
visits. 

“Each person starts out at 
approximately 10 minutes. Gra¬ 
dually they work up to 30 mi¬ 
nutes in a bed,” Riley said. 

“But, no one should go in for 
more than 30 minutes at a 
time.” 

For $40, customers at Tanfas- 
tic receive 180 minutes of “sun¬ 
light” spread out over seven to 
10 visits. Sun bathers at the spa 
lie on the bed while a hood with 
the bulb and reflector cover the 
body. While sunning, Riley re¬ 
ported that spa visitors may lis¬ 
ten to stereo radios or just relax. 

As far as safety is concerned, 

Riley explained that the sun 
beds are better than direct sun¬ 
light since the atmosphere is 
constantly controlled and moni¬ 
tored and the amount of ultra¬ 
violet rays is constantly control¬ 
led. Nevertheless, the spa own¬ 
er did admit that too much sun, 
whether from a spa bed, a tan¬ 
ning booth or direct sunlight, 
can cause premature aging and 
possible skin problems. 

The tanning spa attracts both 
the young and old and people 
from all ethnic groups, accord¬ 
ing to Riley. While the younger, 
high-school crowd has been 
known to be frequent visitors to 
such businesses, Riley said that 
suntans are popular in every 
walk of life. 

“I c6uldn’t really say what 
kind of people come here. We 
have high school kids, we have 
professional people. Once peo¬ 
ple try this they come back,” 

Riley said. “There’s not a 
stereotypical person that comes 
in here.”

Even as she enjoys a booming 
business and an appointment 
book that is booked days in adv¬ 
ance, Riley doesn’t think that 
the traditional beach atmos¬ 
phere with sunbathers will soon 
be extinct. She does feel, howev¬ 
er, that tanning spas may be the 
answer to conditioning the skin 
before hitting the lake shores as 
well as giving the person who is 
short of time a chance to enjoy 
the social benefits of tanned 
skin. 


“I don’t think people are 
going to leave the beaches. I 
think people are starting to pre¬ 
pare themselves for the sun,” 
Riley remarked. “The more 
people use this, the more they 
realize they have a lot more 
spare time than to lay out in the 
sun four or six hours. 

“But they’re not going to give 
up going to the beach. People go 
to the beach for other reasons 
too,” she added.

Right-To-Know Bill

The right of Michigan work¬ 
ers to know what types of 
hazardous chemicals are pre¬ 
sent in their workplace is now 
mandated by law. It became 
official with the signing of a 
three-bill package by Gov. 
James Blanchard on April 7. 

The bills (HB 4111, 5250 and 
5251) had passed through the 
Michigan Senate without sub¬ 
stantial amendment by votes of 
33-2, 35-0 and 34-0. The only 
“no” votes were cast by Re¬ 
publican State Senators Ed 
Fredricks of West Olive and 
Jack Welborn of Kalamazoo. 

HB 4111 was the core bill and 
allows for the workers’ right- 
to-know. HB 5250 gives indi¬ 
vidual fire departments access 
to employer information con¬ 
cerning chemicals used and 
stored in their communities. 

HB 5251 allows the public to 
gain information from the De¬ 
partment of Public Health con¬ 
cerning chemicals stored in 
their communities. 

Under the new law, workers 
who are exposed to hazardous 
chemicals “in the normal 
course of employment” or “are 


likely to be exposed to hazar¬ 
dous chemicals in the event of 
an emergency” now have the 
right to information and train¬ 
ing concerning the proper 
handling of the chemicals. 

An employee also has the 
right to refuse to handle any un¬ 
known and unlabeled chemical 
container or a hazardous che¬ 
mical for which there is no 
material safety data sheet 
(MSDS). Pipes in the workplace 
which carry hazardous che¬ 
micals must be identified to 
employees. 

A federal right-to-know law 
which covers only manufactur¬ 
ing employees - about 25 per¬ 
cent of Michigan workers - be¬ 
gins May 25, 1986, but will be 
superceded by the Michigan 
law, which goes into effect Feb. 
25, 1987. 

The new law requires all em¬ 
ployers to supply the local fire 
department with a list of hazar¬ 
dous chemicals in their work¬ 
place upon request. The fire de¬ 
partment is then required to 
establish fire-fighting plans for 
each individual site. This will 
be done at local expense. 

The community access por¬ 
tion of the law is a temporary 
measure due to expire on April 
1, 1987.

Education, job skills attract youths to Army careers

Graduates who are facing an 
improving-but still tight-job 
market plus skyrocketing col¬ 
lege costs are focusing their 
attention on the benefits for 
educaton and training offered 
in more than 350 Army career 
opportunties.

Staff Sgt. Terry Layne Lister 
emphasized that selections 
made by recruits are “legal 
binding contracts” and enlis¬ 
tees can be assured that when 
they make a career decision, it 
will be honored at enlistment. 

Darrell Wagner, a graduat¬ 
ing senior from John Glenn 
High School, signed up for De¬ 
layed Entry Program during 
his senior year and will leave 
for basic training in Fort 
Leonardwood, Mo., on July 1. 

Wagner, whose father served 
in the Army, has had a long¬ 
time interst in enlisting, but did 


“a lot of research and reading” 
before making his decision. 
Consequently, Wagner was in¬ 
formed about the Army prog- 
rams-particularly, the pilot 
training-before he signed up. 

“I’ve always wanted to earn 
pilot’s wings,” Wagner said, 
“and, the Army will give me to 
chance to do that.” 

Wagner, a member of the 
Civil Air Patrol, has taken 
some private flying lessons on 
his own, but the cost of pilot 
training would be prohibitive 
other than in the service. 

“Travel opportunities and 
college benefits also helped me 
make the decision to join the 
Army,” Wagner said, “but, the 
pilot training is really what I 
want.” 

Wagner got some tips on 
what to expect in basic training 
from a 1985 John Glenn gradu¬ 
ate, Pvt.2 Julie Hysko, who en¬ 
tered the Reserve program af¬ 
ter graduation. 

She assured Wagner that 
basic training was not at all 
like that depicted in the movies 
and" on televison. The days go 
by so fast, she told him, that 
eight weeks seemed like two. 

“The hardest thing I had to 
do in basic training was go to 
bed at 9 p.m.,” Hysko said. “Of 
course, when you consider that 
we got up at 4:30 a.m., it’s not 
so bad.” 

The most memorable part of 
her early training months, 
Hysko said, was the 
friendships she made.

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A word of caution ... 


It is unfortunate that whenever there is a 
good deed done, there are opportunists who 
attempt to step in and use the positive actions 
of others for their own, sometimes question¬ 
able, benefit. 

This is what happened last week following 
an article and accompanying editorial about 
the generosity of the Westland Police Offic¬ 
ers’ Association in funding an educational 
program aimed at halting the drinking and 
driving of graduating seniors. The patrolmen 
are funding the program at John Glenn and 
Wayne Memorial high schools out of their 
own money and are offering prizes for stu¬ 
dents who submit the top three posters and 
slogans in the anti-drinking and driving cam¬ 
paign. According to Richard Ringer, presi¬ 
dent of the WPOA, less than three hours after 
The Westland Eagle was on the streets, phone 
solicitors who claimed to be associated with 
the Westland patrolmen, began calling resi¬ 
dents to ask for donations. 

Mayor Charles Griffin reported that he re¬ 
ceived calls from irate citizens the following 
day informing him of the phone solicitations. 
Griffin, aware that the program is totally 
funded by the patrolmen, passed that in¬ 
formation along to callers. 

' The Westland Police Department and the 
WPOA are not soliciting funds for Project 
Graduation and they warn citizens who re¬ 
ceive calls from persons representing them¬ 
selves as associated with Westland police 
officers and requesting funds for the anti¬ 
drinking and driving program that there is no 
authorized fund drive for this. 

Unfortunately, this is not an isolated inci¬ 
dent. Following an article about the Neigh¬ 
borhood Watch and Operation Identification 
program in Canton Township, there were 
phone solicitations from an organization 
claiming to raise funds for these worthy pro¬ 
jects. Again, there was no authorized drive 
for public funds for these programs. In this 


case, the Canton projects were funded by the 
township. 

The technique, we admit, is apparently an 
effective one for the questionable fund¬ 
raisers. They are hired by an organization to 
solicit funds and, in order to appeal to the 
public, they claim a worthy project as their 
own and solicit donations from the area with a 
barrage of phone calls - often from a “boiler 
room operation.” 

Using the name of the local police depart¬ 
ment seems to be a common technique. First, 
they assume that the residents will want to 
support a project that their own police depart¬ 
ment has endorsed and, secondly, there 
seems to be a “stamp of approval” of legi¬ 
timacy on a project associated with the police 
department. In addition, there is a veiled 
threat that if one doesn’t support the projects 
of the local police department, there may be 
some reprisals in the future. 

We strongly advise residents to check into 
any organization or group that attempts to 
solicit money by phone. Ask the individual 
who calls for the full name of the organization 
for which he is soliciting funds and inform the 
caller that you will check the group out before 
making a donation. Information can be 
obtained from your local police department, 
chamber of commerce or the city or township 
hall. In addition, make it a practice to report 
any questionable solicitations so that others 
can be forewarned. 

In addition, it is a good policy to check out 
any group or organization soliciting funds by 
mail or in person. There are many worth¬ 
while charities and community fund-raisers 
that need our donations, and which will put 
our dimes and dollars to good use. On the 
other hand, there are opportunists who seek 
to line their own pockets and who pass little or 
nothing along to the charities they claim to 
represent. Let’s not enrich them any further. 


Cruelty has many faces 


The measure of a society, many believe, is the 
manner in which the very young and very old 
are treated. 

If that is truly the case, we wonder at the 
evaluation historians will place on American 
society today. 

This week. In several of the areas we serve, 
investigations were launched, charges filed and 
complaints made to the office of the state attor¬ 
ney general regarding mistreatment of elderly 
patients in convalescent homes. While the elec¬ 
tronic news media somewhat misrepresented 
the facts surrounding the complaints, the evi¬ 
dence would indicate that patients and resi¬ 
dents of some nursing homes and convalescent 
centers are being treated in a manner which 
can most charitably be referred to as less than 
acceptable. 

The very old and the very young have much in 
common. Their care and well being is usually in 
the hands of others who must take responsibility 
for providing for that nurturing. But while the 
young, as they grow, learn and mature, begin to 
be more easily reasoned with and able to com¬ 
municate, the old, too often, become less and 
less mobile, alert and able to assume responsi¬ 
bility for themselves. 

These people become dependent on families 
for care--and, families, usually busy trying to 
cope with the young, quite often must place the 
care of the elderly in “professional” hands. 
Doing that, they can attend to their own lives 


feeling that their older relatives are being cared 
for properly and in the best possible manner. 

How sad that this appears not to be true. How 
ugly to think that many of our most senior 
citizens are left in these homes for months and 
sometimes years with not even a visit from a 
member of the family. New grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren are born, and never seen. 
Children age, and change, and yet parents 
placed “in a home” never see it happen. Fami¬ 
lial contact is broken...because it’s inconve¬ 
nient, because quite often its unpleasant, and 
because seeing the aged, we are reminded of our 
own mortality and of the debilitation age will 
bring to each of us. 

A neglected senior citizen is every bit as sad a 
situation as an abused child. The total responsi¬ 
bility for the care of these once vital and active 
members of society cannot be left in the hands of 
those employed by facilities designed for them. 
Families cannot relegate their responsibilities 
totally. No center or home can assume that 
burden. 

To abandon our aged, to not visit, to not in¬ 
vestigate, to not call or remember birthdays or 
holidays is every bit as irresponsible and vicious 
as the physical attacks reportedly inflicted on 
these helpless victims. 

We find the acts perpetrated on these citizens 
reprehensible, and would advocate the 
strongest punishment under the law for anyone 
proven to have poured water into the mouth of a

Chinasized emotions 



There’s no place like home. ..that’s an adage 
that can only properly be understood after being 
away from those things familiar which mean 
security and happiness. 

And invariably, a long trip encompasses ex¬ 
periences which push all our emotional buttons. 
That’s how it was with our recent travels. We 
laughed and we cried, we were angered, dis¬ 
mayed, amazed and delighted, quite often with¬ 
in the span of hours, but most of all we were 
educated. Our senses were constantly barraged 
with stimuli, both physical and mental. We en¬ 
countered the sad, the unusual, the humorous, 
the ironic and the ridiculous, to label but a few of 
our situations. 

If you’ve missed me recently, it’s because my 
wife and I have been traveling. In the course of 
three weeks, we saw Washington, D.C., Los 
Angeles, Taiwan, Hawaii, L.A. (again) and final¬ 
ly, home. It was a grueling, hectic trip and we 
both now understand the full meaning of the 
term, jet-lag, but neither of us would trade our 
experiences for mere sleep. 

In Taiwan we were in the company of 11 other 
American journalists, and visiting the country 
at the same time were about 30 other writers and 
editors from other parts of the world. While the 
majority of these other members of the fourth 
estate were, like us, from what is termed “print 
media,” we struck up a fast friendship with 
Todd and Carol from the Public Broadcast Sta¬ 
tion in Topeka, Kansas. 

While the rest of us were burdened with such 
heavy equipment as perhaps a pad and pen, and 
maybe a cigarette-package sized tape recorder, 
Todd and Carol came equipped with all the para- 
phenalia required to produce high-quality video 
tapes of broadcast caliber. We’re not talking 
about super-eight movies or one of those port¬ 
able video tape machines sold for home use, 
here. No, indeed. 

What Carol and Todd found necessary to car¬ 
ry through the crowded (read mobbed) city 
streets in Tai Pai, Taiwan, was a 35 pound 
camera, tape deck, 50 pound battery belt, 
assorted lights, extension cords, large box of 
extra tapes, sound devices, etc. etc. etc. Now, 
Carol is extremely efficient and certainly no 
shrinking violet, but a number of men would 
have found the load she hauled throughout our 
trip taxing, to say the least. 


But the day our “helpful” guide and the rest of 
us decided to walk 12 blocks from one assign¬ 
ment to the next was nearly the death of our 
television friends. Tai Pei has not yet heard of 
handicapped access, you see. So every curb re¬ 
quired us to lift, lug, tug, push and grunt to get 
the video equipment, on carts, up onto the next 
very short sidewalk. After we had helped Todd 
and Carol for about the 700th time, this cross¬ 
continent excursion seemed less and less like a 
good idea. 

It was then, I guess, that we decided to load all 



that equipment and ourselves into a cab and 
head back to the hotel. 

This was an adventure. 

Taiwan taxis are tiny. Not little, not small, not 
compact. Tiny. Drivers very rarely speak en- 
glish. There are 30,000 taxi drivers in this metro¬ 
polis (and only six rest stops to accomodate 
them, but that’s another story) who all seem to 
have adopted the Japanese Kamakaze style of 
driving. They treat each fare as a mission from 
God and drive with single-minded purposeful¬ 
ness in completing their task, regardless of the

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other 29,999 cabs on the road. 
In short, they are prepared to 
die in the service of their cab 
company. 

As Carol, Todd, Susan and I 
piled the trunk with video 
equipment and then attemp¬ 
ted to squeeze ourselves into 
,the cab, the resulting laugh¬ 
ter at our own foibles was 
contagious enough to send 
even our driver into hysteria. 
Either that, or our attempts 
to tell him in Chinese where 
we wanted to go resulted in 
our divulging to him that 
Carol “had big feet” promp¬ 
ted his laughter. 

But other things were not 
amusing . . . fascinating, 
perhaps, and sad. Our sur¬ 
reptitious trip to the ‘‘night 
market” where I saw a blind 
woman, legs folded, playing a 
crude, lute-like instrument. 
Dressed all in black, she sat 
and played while in front of 
her, lying on the ground was a 
child, perhaps 5 years old, 
sleeping. At her side was a 
clay pot, waiting for any act 
of kindness from passersby. 

As we watched her and lis¬ 
tened. a puppy wandering 
loose through the throng of 
sights and sounds came by. 
The pup stopped near the beg¬ 
gar, looked up at me and then 
pranced over to investigate 
the woman and her child. He 
searched her begger’s bowl 
for food with his nose, and 
finding none, scampered 
away. 

How could that creature 
know that the jar contained 
the only means of acquiring 
sustenance the beggar and 
her child had? That is a sight 
that haunts me. 

The night market is not to 
be found in guide books - and 
our government guide did his 
best to keep us from it. But, 
reporters are a devious 
breed. We found it, after a 
harrowing taxi ride which we 
knew would be our last. It is a 
narrow back street into which 
vendors crowd their stalls 
and carts with tiny side alleys 
which snake off into other, er, 
less reputable occupations. 
The alley, remarkably, ends 
at one of the most beautiful 
and significant buildings in 
the city - a Trappist Mones- 
tery, the oldest building on 
the island of Formosa. 

Here, in the night market, 
is to be found just about any¬ 
thing and business doesn’t 
really start until after 8 or 9 in 
the evening, when citizens 
are off work and have time to 
browse for “bargains.” 

There were so many other 
sights, sounds, tastes and 
smells we experienced in this 
culture completely foreign to 
ours. Perhaps we were most 
of all, fascinated by what we 
experienced and what we 
learned about the Chinese 
culture and ourselves. 

But one thing became appa¬ 
rent above all others . . . 

, There really is no place like 
home.

sleeping patient, or to have 
struck a resident with a baske- 
t...or to have mistreated an 
aged, ill old person in any way. 

This physical mistreatment, 
however, is not the only cruel¬ 
ty inflicted on our older 
citizens. There is also the men¬ 
tal and psychological cruelty 
of unfeeling, uncaring families 
too busy or too preoccupied to 
spend the most precious of all 
commodities, time, with them. 

Age is a part of life and the 
day of our birth is the first day 
we begin to travel toward that 
ultimate destiny. We should all 
keep in mind the history of 
those aged and often infirm re¬ 
sidents in nursing homes and 
convalescent centers. While 
today they may be less than 
they were, they may not hear 
as well as they once did, they 
may not be quite as alert or 
quick. Age may have slowed 
their reflexes and time may 
have robbed them of the agil- 

; ity they once had. 

But these are people. They 
are at the end of a cycle that 
unites us all, and they deserve 
the respect, consideration and 
veneration due those whose ex¬ 
perience and knowledge ex¬ 
ceeds our own. 

It is a cycle...and it is inevit¬ 
able. 



Both the House and Senate 
have approved a bill to aid car 
buyers who find themselves with 
a new car that doesn’t work right 
and can’t be properly repaired. It 
is known as the ‘ ‘ auto lemon ” bill. 

Recognizing that there are 
occasions when the purchaser of 
a new vehicle is unable to get the 
defect or defects properly re¬ 
paired, the bill spells out a

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method of resource to the con¬ 
sumer. 

Under the legislation, an auto 
manufacturer and/or dealer 
would have four chances at satis¬ 
factorily repairing an initial de¬ 
fect. If the auto cannot be made 
right, the manufacturer would 
have the option of replacing the 
vehicle or refunding the custom¬ 
er’s money. 

The customer would have to be 
in agreement with the manufac¬ 
turer on the method of compensa¬ 
tion. 

The legislation would put 


Michigan in line with about 35 
other states that have some type 
of “auto lemon” law. 

Under the bill, if the owner of a 
new motor vehicle reports a sub¬ 
stantial defect which impairs the 
car or truck’s value within one 
year after delivery, or before the 
end of the warranty period if that 
is earlier, the manufacturer 
would have to attempt to correct 
the defect. 

The manufacturer or its dealer 
would be allowed three attempts 
to repair the vehicle. If it still is 
not fixed to the owner’s satisfac¬ 


tion he or she would have to notify 
the manufacturer in writing of 
the continued defect. The manu¬ 
facturer then would have the 
right to try one final repair. 

If within 30 days of all repair 
procedures the car is still not 
properly fixed, the owner would 
get either a replacement vehicle 
or his or her purchase price re¬ 
funded. 

A replacement would have to 
be a comparable new vehicle cur¬ 
rently in production. 

The refund could include a 
reasonable deduction to allow for 


the consumer’s use of the auto or 
any damages to the car. 

The bill requires the consumer 
to make use of a manufacturer’s 
informal dispute settlement proc¬ 
edure, but the consumer would 
not be required to accept any fin¬ 
al decision from that process.

When Mike Olivero of West- 
land recently attained the rank 
of fourth degree master in ka¬ 
rate, it was difficult to tell who 
was happier - Olivero or his 
mentor, Greg Boliard. 

Boliard, a fifth degree mas¬ 
ter and owner of Bollard’s Mar¬ 
tial Arts Studio in Canton, has 
known Olivero for “10 or 12 
years” and has been Olivero’s 
sole instructor. That’s why 
Boliard takes a little extra 
pride in Olivero’s accomplish¬ 
ments. 

“Mike is the first person I’ve 
brought all the way to the mas¬ 
ter’s level,” Boliard said. “It 
really makes it all seem worth¬ 
while.” 

Olivero was one of seven 
area residents to be promoted 
after testing at the American 
Moo Duk Kwan-Tang Soo Do 
Karate Association in Detroit. 
Ninth degree Grand Master 
Jae Joon Kim presided over the 
testing, which required stu¬ 
dents to perform basic and adv¬ 
anced level maneuvers, com¬ 
plete a written test which in¬ 
cluded the translation of Ko¬ 
rean into English, engage in 
mock fighting to display attack 
and counter-attack moves, and 
board-breaking techniques 
employing flying kicks or hand 
and fist techniques. 

The seven students promoted 
all train at Boliard’s Lilley 
Road facility. In addition to 
Olivero, first degreee black

belts were awarded to Joyce 
Anderson, Phillip Menendez, 
12, C.W. Kitchen, 11, Jeff Pal¬ 
mer, 14, and Jim Vaughn. 
David Wolfe, a John Glenn 
High School student, earned a 
second degree black belt. 
Olivero’s feat was all the more 
noteworthy considering his age 
-46. Boliard, however, dismis¬ 
ses age as a factor. 

“I’ve had people in here over 
50,” Boliard pointed out. “If a 
person works hard and is dedi¬ 
cated, there’s no reason why 
age should be a deterrent.” 

Boliard, 35, has been in¬ 
volved in martial arts for 16 
years, the last 12 as an instruc¬ 
tor. A physical education 
teacher in the Wayne-Westland 
school district, Boliard works 
out five days a week and his 
classes have swelled to 80 stu¬ 
dents. While Boliard doesn’t 
see old age as a detriment to 
martial arts participation, he 
does set minimum age require¬ 
ments. 

“I myself require students to 
be in school,” Boliard said. “I 
like them to be at least 6 years 
old. I do that because I find that 
their attention span just isn’t 
there if they’re too young. They 
really have to have a one-and-a 
half to two-hour attention 
span.” 

Boliard follows traditional 
martial arts guidelines in 
establishing timetables for his 
students’ promotions. For ex¬ 
ample, he requires two-and-a- 
half to three years training be¬ 
fore a student can be in a posi- 


competition 

tion to test for a black belt. 
Once attaining a black belt, 
students are tested twice 
annually. Boliard also adheres 
to customary ascension timet¬ 
ables- a third degree black belt 
must wait three years before 
testing for fourth degree, a 
fourth degree must wait four 
years in order to test for fifth 
degree, and so on. Such strict 
standards give his program in¬ 
tegrity, Boliard believes. 

“There are some fly-by-night 
operations,” Boliard admitted. 
“They promote their kids fas¬ 
ter than they really should. But 
that’s not what it’s all about. 
They lose sight of what martial 
arts is all about.” 

The students who come to 
Boliard are exceptional in their 
own right, according to 
Olivero, whose son, Tony, is 
also a Boliard pupil. 

“These kids are special,” 
Olivero insisted. “They’re very 
dedicated. They get good 
marks in school, they don’t get 
into trouble, and they have 
good attention spans. They’ve 
worked very hard for three 
years or more to get where 
they’re at.” 

While Boliard admits that 
the strict regimen required in 
martial arts isn’t everyone’s 
idea of relaxation, he knows 
what it’s done for him. 

“I’ve been at this since I was 
about 20,” Boliard said. “It’s 
not just the physical aspect 
that gets to people. It’s a num¬ 
ber of things, physical and 
mental. It’s very disciplined, 
and these kids work hard at it.”

In the position since 1968 and 
having sustained five different 
city managers and three in¬ 
terim officials, Szymula feels 
she can effectively rate l^er posi¬ 
tion and the benefits of it. 

Her first day of work was 
perhaps the most memorable, 
Szymula reported, and it even 
might be considered the most 
scary. 

“On my first day on the job 
the Inkster Police Officers’ 
Association went out on strike. 
It was the only strike they ever 
had,” Szymula said. “(The city 
manager) gave me a legal-size 
pad and told me to walk across 
the street to the police depart¬ 
ment and have all the officers 
who were out there to sign it. 

“They all signed but it was 
really tough. My father and 
grandfather were officers in De¬ 
troit,” she added. “I’ll never 
forget some of them there and 
young little me.” 

Crossing the picket line 
wasn’t the only memory that 
comes to mind for Syzmula, 
lowever. The secetary reported 
that one apparently irate gentle¬ 
man came into the city mana¬ 
ger’s office just hours after a 
Detroit rainstorm had raised 
the level of the Rouge River 
which runs through the middle 
of Inkster. 

“A guy had caught a rat (from 


the river) and he threw it on my 
desk. I just smiled and said, 
‘You have a problem. Can I help 
you?”’ Szymula remembered. 

Nevertheless, the frequent 
public contact hasn’t been a 
problem for the city-hall work¬ 
er. In fact, Szymula reported 
that it’s this interaction and 
ability to provide help that has 
kept her on the job for the more 
than 18 years. 

“I like helping the citizens. 
When they come in with the 
problems and working with the 
manager. (The city manager) 
and I can read each others’ 
mind. It’s really good for a 
secretary to be able to read her 
boss. That can really help him,” 
Szymula remarked. 

And although she doesn’t re¬ 
lish the thought of making cof¬ 
fee, and no longer has to do so 
since her new boss doesn’t drink 
the concoction, Szymula feels 
the national recognition of sec¬ 
retaries comes at a good time.

CUSTOMER ISN’T ALWAYS RIGHT 
Dear Letter Writer: 

My landscape company recently did a 
job for a renter in a house owned by some¬ 
one else. The owner of the house is very 
upset with us and sent us an angry letter 
indicating that she would . . proceed 
with legal action . . . and copies of this 
letter will be sent to the Better Business 
Bureau, Internal Revenue Service- 
Investigation of Business Practices and 
(her attorney),” if we did not replace the 
lawn. Our representative never spoke to 
her and was doing business with the 
tenant. Would you please help me explain 
this to her together with all of the other 
details.

Dear Homeowner: 

I am in receipt of your letter of July 22, 
1985. It is important to note that your let¬ 
ter was addressed to an employee of our 
company who was in no way involved in 
the referenced transaction. I am the own¬ 
er and, as such, have opted to extend you 
the courtesy of responding to you perso¬ 
nally. I do not, nor have I or my company 
ever, entered into any type of contractual 
relationship with you. 

On or about June, 1984, your tenant, a 
long-time acquaintance of mine, con¬ 
tacted me and requested that I sod his 
lawn. After viewing the property, I pre¬ 
sented to him an estimate ($475.00) which 
included soil preparation (top soil), strip¬ 
ping and sodding the lawn. He indicated to 
me that he had received quotes for $375 
from other contractors; that he simply 
wanted the lawn sodded; and that he did 
not want to spend the additional money. 
Thus, we performed the job as requested 
by the customer. 

On numerous occasions, I clearly ex¬ 
plained to the tenants how their new lawn 
must be maintained, i.e. watering sche¬ 
dules and mowing lengths. I have seen the 
tenants, almost daily, and have viewed 
the property at issue many, many times 
over the past year. During our conversa¬ 
tions, I informed the tenants that they 
were not following my loan maintenance 
instructions. On two occasions, I, in good 
faith, and without charge, fertilized the 
lawn and reinstructed them on mainte¬ 
nance. 

I appreciate your position as the 
homeowner of this property and I will cer¬ 
tainly react to whatever legal or other 
action you may choose to take.

COMMENTS: 

The homeowner’s dispute was with the 
tenant and not with the landscaping com¬ 
pany. After receipt of this letter, MC in¬ 
formed me, by telephone, on April 9,1986, 
that he and the homeowner had several 
conversations resulting in the homeow¬ 
ner ultimately taking no action. Again, if, 
in fact, the lawn was ruined, the homeow¬ 
ner’s remedy under the law was probably 
small claims court with the tenant and 
her defendant.
